This instinct, this emotion, this 
belief—call it what you. will—i 
more powerfull than any other. Tt 
has conquered love, and even the 
fear of death. It has built civiliza- 
tions. It has set the spires of 
churches in the valleys around the 
world. 

If this be a fable, 
tough one to kill. They wrote it off 
the books in the French Revolu- 
tion, but it soon sneaked in at the 
back door. They liquidated it in 
Russia, but it is filtering in again. 
They buried it in the catacombs of 
Rome, but it escaped and soon cov- 
ered the earth. They crucified it; 
it was born again, rising into new- 
ness of life and vigor, victorious 
over death and the grave.

In the crises of life men turn in- 
stinctively toward God. Some time 
ago Brigadier General William R. 
Arnold, then chief of the chaplains 
of the Army of the United States, 
released a story from his volumin- 
ous files, producing evidence of the 
reaction of a soldier to the scream- 
ing shadows of death falling from 
the skies. He tells the experience

The Colonel, who was never an 
habitual church-goer, leaped into 
a foxhole in the midst of an in- 
tense bombardment from the air.

When explosions opened the 
earth and ripped trees roundabout, 
the noncom prayed aloud without 
any shame. Words forgotten since 
childhood soon came to the offi- 
cer’s lips, as he echoed his com- 
panion’s prayer for divine protec- 
tion.

“We prayed!” “Yes,” replied the

This is but an echo of the state- 
ment in Psalm 14, “The fool hath 
said in his heart, There is no God.”’ 
The fact of God is the basis of all 
logical thinking, the foundation of 

- any rational conception of the ori- 
gin of things, the only hope for in- 
dividuals or nations in. time 
éternity. God is the only scientific

and satisfying explanation of the 
universe and all things therein. 

An. infidel science boasts that 
it needs no God. In His stead it 
places evolution,. whith . satisfies 
neither mind nor spirit. 

The believer in Creation and 
God is sometimes ridiculed because 


js|he accepts the supernatural. The 


sophisticated scientific infidel pro- 
fesses to reject anything which 
savors of miracle, and confidently 
appeals to natural law. 

Will he then be good enough to 
explain to me by natural law how 
I can send an electric current 
through a copper wire at sixty de- 
grees below zero, and at the other 
end heat a platinum wire to thou- 
sands of degrees? Where was that 


heat? From whence did it come? 


A storage battery weighing 50 
pounds, fully charged, will do 
work in lifting 100 pounds until 
its “soul” has been .discharged. 
Still the battery has lost none of 
its 50 pounds. Why and how? 

There is no end to questions like 
these, revealing that we are com- 
pelled to accept many things con- 
trary to reason and law as we un- 
derstand them. 

Actually, however, an evolution- 
ist proclaims his faith in the most 
amazing miracle, and yet can sug- 
gest no power or method that 
could possibly perform them. We 
do believe in miracles and we have 
a miracle-working God. “He spake 
and it was done; he commanded 
and it stood fast.” 


That certain laws operate in the 
universe is obvious. Behind the law 
must be a Lawgiver. We observe 
plan and design everywhere requir- 


ing a designing Intelligence to 


bring them into action. To persist 
in affirming that no God is needed 
to account for the intricate and 
exact operations of nature is to 
deny the irresistible logic of ouf 
reasoning faculties. A multitude 
of great scientists have thus been 
compelled to admit the existence of 
a Supreme Personality. There is no 
other adequate solution that ‘will 
satisfy our minds questioning. 
Dr. Robert A. Millikan wrote in 
“The Commentator,” June, 1937: 
“Every one who reflects at all 
believes ...in God ...To me 
it is unthinkable that a real 
atheist should exist at all. ...If 
you, in your conception, identify 
God with nature you must at- 
tribute to Him consciousness 
and personality, or better, super- 
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consciousness and superperson- 
ality. You cannot possibly syn- 
thesize nature and leave out of 
it its most outstanding attvi- 
butes. Nor can you get these po- 
tentialities out of nature no mat- 
ter how far back you go in time. 
In other words, materialism, as 
commonly understood, is an alto- 
gether absurd and utterly ir- 
rational philosophy, and is so re- 
garded, I believe, by most 
thoughtful men.” 

This affirmation of faith by Dr. 
Millikan is important. Many other 
scientists hold the same opinion, 
but it must be granted that they 
are in the minority. There is not 
the same gross materialism which 
was so vocal twenty-five years ago, 
but everywhere there is hesitancy 
in admitting what seems to be ob- 
vious—namely, that all the prov- 
en tacts of science indicate the ne- 
cessity of a Supreme Creator. This 
Creator must have personality. In 
other words, the Bible antedated 
by many centuries this great dis- 
covery. 

In spite of this corroboration of- 
fered by a reluctant modern sci- 
ence to the accuracy of the scrip- 
tural description of the God of the 
universe, the current references 
to Him are extremely hazy and in- 
definite. Why should this be? The 
answer is not hard to find. If there 
is a God such as the Bible writes 
about, then follow other inescap- 
able implications. For instance, 
this personal God possessed of 
Omniscience and Omnipotence 
must have had the ability to trans- 
mit to us His revelation regarding 
His purpose in the creation of man, 
including the startling truth of 
man’s fall, and God’s plan of re- 
demption. 

This revealed plan involves not 
only recognition of the existence of 
God, but it necessitates a surren- 
dered will to Jesus Christ, God’s 
Son, the divine Substitute for man- 
kind, who died on behalf of doomed 
humanity, sentenced because of sin 
to eternal death. 

More than this, God’s Word says 
there is no other way to eternal 
bliss than this one way, via faith 
in the Son of God and submission 
to Him in all things which consti- 
tute our daily living. Here is where 
the difficulty lies. Jeremiah tells 
us that “the human heart is deceit- 
ful above all things, and desperate- 
ly wicked.’ This tremendous fact 
is hardly realized until we are face 
to face with the necessity. of-mak- 
ing a decision which involves the 
acceptance of a righteous Saviour 
and a change of life habits. It is 
then we discover that all our na- 
tural tendencies are evil. 


Natural man is at enmity with° 


God, and finding he has the power 
to defy God without any immce- 
diate result, decides that he may 
continue this attitude and in some 
way more pleasing to himself and 
apart from God ultimately get to 
Heaven. 

As God is real and personal, so is 
the Devil. This great enemy of God 
is a religious enthusiast. It is com- 
monly thought that he specializes 
in making men immoral and de- 
based, so that they become bestial 
and depraved, ending their career 
in the gutter. This current idea is 
far from being truce. 

What the Devil desires and la- 
bors ceaslessly to secure is a host 
of followers who will be outwardly 
as moral and excellent as the true 
disciples of Christ but who will re- 
fuse to acknowledge the claims of 
Christ. Thus, Satan sets himself 
up in opposition to God and builds 
for himself a widespread kingdom 
as he attempts to dethrone the 
Creator, God. He appeals to the 
pride of man and declares that

He says that 
to worship Jesus Christ is idolatry, 
that to believe the Bible and to 
worship Christ is simply to miss 
the blessing of God’s favor, is to 
let Christ and the Bible shut out 
the sun. There.is a book by a man 
who helped to edit the Interpre- 
tor’s Bible, a commentary from 
the infidel viewpoint, denying the 
verbal inspiration, the authority 
and infallible accuracy of the 
Bible, denying other essentials of 
the Christian faith.

Gilbert West to disprove the ac- 
count of the _ resurrection of 
Christ. They examined the Bible 
evidence for the respective topics, 
and each became convinced of his 
errors, and each wrote a book in 
favor of the Bible and Christian- 
ity. Their books are in print to- 
day. I have them both. 

I shall speak on Jonah and his 
Book, the Story as Narrated, 
Ancient Testimonies, Modern 
Opinions, the Scientific Facts, the 
Testimony of the Lord Jesus, and 
the Established Conclusions. 


1. Jonah and His Book 

Jonah was a true and approved 
prophet of the Lord. He prophe- 
sied that a large part of the 
“coast of Israel,” that had fallen 
into alien hands, would be “re- 
stored.” His prophecy was fulfilled 
to the letter.

hepher”’ (II Kings 14:25). That 
verse has some bearing on. the 
story he told in his book. His 
father’s name, “Amittai’’ means 
“my truth.” His story may there- 
fore be accepted as “truth,” and 
not “fable,” or “myth.” 

The Book of Jonah is in a col- 
lection of the books of the Bible 
known to us as the Minor Pro- 
phets. This collection was known 
to the Hebrews as “The Book of 
the Twelve’; just one book in 
twelve parts. The New Testament 
calls them “the book of the pro- 
phets” (Acts 7:42). It is not likely 
that the Book of Jonah would or 
could have found a place in the 


“book of the prophets” if it was 
a “myth,” or a “fable,” or an 
“allegory.”” It stands with its 


sister books as authentic, 
and trustworthy. 


genuine 


2. The Story as Narrated 

The story of Jonah reads easily, 
smoothly and naturally. There is 
not a forced passage in it. Jonah 
tells of his call to go to Nineveh, 
of his disobedience to that call, 
of his punishment, and of his 
second call; then of his obedience 
to that second call, of the repent- 
ance and conversion of the people 
of Nineveh, of his displeasure at 
God’s goodness to them, and of 
God's tender dealings with him- 
self. His most crucial experience 
is told in these simple, straight- 
forward words: 

“Now the Lord had prepared 
a great fish to swallow up Jonah. 
And Jonah was in the belly of the 
fish three days and three nights. 

. And the Lord spake unto the 


fish, and it vomited out Jonah 
upon the dry land.’—Jonah 1:17; 
2:10. 


Liberals and modernists reject 
that. It was a miracle, and such 
miracles do not happen! Let me 
tell you now, and I shall prove it 
to you later in this sermon, that 
the “great fish,” or a “whale,” 
swallowing down Jonah was NOT 
A MIRACLE, but the fish being 
there at that precise time was a 
miracle, and its vomiting out 
Jonah alive on dry land was a 
miracle. 

The Book of Jonah is full of 
miracles. “There is a miracle at 
every step.” They are all record- 
ed with a simplicity and direct- 
ness as to compel belief. The 
storm was a miracle. The lot fall- 
ing upon Jonah was a miracle. The 
ceasing of the storm was a miracle. 
The presence of the “great fish” 
at the very moment Jonah was 
cast into the sea was a miracle. 
His being ‘in the belly of the 
fish three days and three nights” 
without being digested was a 
miracle. His being vomited out 
alive upon dry land was a 
miracle. The repentance and 
conversion of the people. of 
Nineveh was a miracle of grace. 
The springing up of the gourd 
“in a night’ was a miracle. The 
perishing of that gourd “in a 
night” was a miracle. The com- 
ing of the “sultry east wind” (A. 
S. V.) was a miracle. 

God was the Miracle-Worker in 
each case. “The Lord sent out a 
great wind intd the sea” (1:4). 
“The lot fell upon Jonah” (1:7) 
“The lot is cast into the lap; but 
the whole disposing thereof is of 
the Lord” (Prov. 16:33). “The 
Lord had prepared a great fish to 
swallow up Jonah’, (1:17). “The 
Lord spake unto the-fish, and it 
vomited out Jonah upon the dry 
land” (2:10). “The Lord God pre- 
pared a gourd” (4:6). “God pre- 
pared a worm” (4:7). “God pre- 
pared a sultry east wind” (4:8, 
A.S.V.). From the beginning to 
the end God is in the story as the 
Miracle-Worker, and in the face 
of that, the modernists and lber- 
als reject it! The famous E. B. 
Pusey says of the miracles of 
this story: “God the .Holy Ghost 
relates the wonders of God’s Omni- 
potence as common every day 
things. They are no marvels to 
Him who wrought them” (Min. 
Proph. Vol. 1, p. 411). 


3. Ancient Testimonies 

The ancients read the story of 
Jonah and the whale, and ex- 
pressed their convictions about it. 
I said convictions, not opinions. A 
conviction is something you are 
convinced of, and certain of. An 
opinion is something not settled 
in your mind, something not yet 


established as actual fact. The 
world-renowned Jewish - historian, 
Josephus (c, 37-100 A.D.), ac- 
cepted it as history. He says: “It 
is related that Jonah was swal- 
lowed down by a whale, and that 
when he had been there three 
days and as many nights, he was 
vomited out... and this alive, 
and without any hurt upon his 
body” (Antiquities, Book IX, ch. 
10). The Ante-Nicene Church 
Fathers to a man accepted the 
story of Jonah and the whale as 
true history. I give you a few of 
their statements. 

Justin Martyr (A.D. 30-100) 
said: “Jonah preached to them 
after he had been cast up on the 
third day from the belly of the 


great... fish... (Vol. 4,. p.- . 253). 
Irenaeus (A.D. 120-202) said: 
“Consider Jonah, when he had 


(Continued on page 6) 
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been cast into the deep, and swal- 
lowed down into the whale’s belly, 
was by the command of God again 
thrown out safe upon the land” 
(Vol. V, p. 531). The brilliant 
Latin Church Father, Tertullian 
(A.D. 145-220), testified of his faith 
in the story. He said: “Now I ap- 
prehend that in the case of Jonah 
we have a fair proof of his divine 
power, when he comes forth from 
the fish’s belly uninjured in both 
his natures—his flesh and his soul. 
..Jonah was swallowed by the 
monster of the deep, in whose 
belly whole ships were devoured, 
and after three days was vomited 
out again safe and sound” (Vol. 
III, pp. 568, 591). 


4, The Liberal and Modernist 
View 

The liberal and modernist view 
of the story of Jonah and the 
whale is, to say the least, extreme- 
ly amazing. I am going to tell 
you quite frankly and fully what 
that view is. Instead of telling you

speaks. of the book of Jonah as 
“the book,’ written so many cen- 
turies after Jonah passed away” 
(p. 498). Can you believe that? I 
do not. It was written by Jonah, 
and the adventures of the book 


ten by an eye-witness, and by the 
man who had the experience which 
it relates. 


Modernism denies that the book 
is even real history. George Adam 
Smith says in his Preface: “The 
book of Jonah is parable and not 
history” (p. XII). He insists on 
this point by repeating it again 
and again. In the body of his book 
he says: “The book of Jonah is 
not actual history. ...Nor does 
this book claim to be real history” 
(p. 507, p. 536). The _ historical 
element of the story of Jonah and 
the whale is totally rejected by 
this writer and modernism. He 
sums up his position in these 
words: “All these things are 
symptoms of the parable—so ob- 
vious and so natural, that we 
really sin against the intention of 
the author, and the purpose of the 
Spirit which inspired him, when 
we willfully interpret the Book 
as real history. ...The book. of 
Jonah is not actual history” (pp. 
500, 507). But wait, I’m _ not 
through yet. I told you that I 
would go into the modernist view 


parable or allegory” (p. 498). He 
finds many inconsistencies in it. 
The inconsistencies in the order 
of the narrative are due to its 


-being a tale or parable” (p. 535). 


The whole story of Jonah is 
suspect to modernism. Their 
spokesman.says: “We have, first 
of all, the residence of Jonah for 


findings: ‘The matter is entirely 
trustworthy, being compiled from 
actual observations and experi- 
ences, and in no case at second 
hand” (Preface, p. viii). He 
promises to tell his readers what 
he really discovered about whales. 
“But I may safely promise that 
from the workman’s point of view, 
the habits, manners, and build of 
the whales shall be faithfully des- 
cribed as I saw them during my 
long. acquaintance with them” (p. 
41). Bullen believed that his ac- 
count of the ways and habits of 
whales was the “first time an at- 
tempt had been made in that di- 
rection” (preface, p.. vii). 


His experience with this “great 
fish’? establishes the scientific fact 
that a whale can swallow down 
a man. That was not so well 
known in former times. The good 
and great commentator, Adam 
Clarke, makes this comment on 
Jonah 1:17: “This could not have 
been a whale, for the throat of 
that animal can scarcely admit 
a man’s leg.” The _ well-known 
Biblical Encyclopedia by Gray and 
Adams speaks of the “natural im- 


parent looking substances floating 
about of huge size and irregular 
shape.” He asked the mate what 
it was and where it came from. 
The mate told Bullen that, when 
dying, the cachalot (the sperm 
whale) “always ejected the con- 
tents of his stomach.” The mate 


thad had “forty years of whaling 


“On the 25th of August, 1895, 
the man in the crow’s nest at 
the masthead of the Star of the 
East sighted two enormous 
sperm whales. The steamer im- 
mediately gave chase and soon 
came within half a mile of one 
of them, a huge male. Two 
boats, fully equipped in the 
usual way, were lowered and 
rowed towards the _ animal, 
James Bartley’s boat was the 
nearer, and from its bow was 
fired a bomb lance which struck 
the whale in a vital part. The 
sailors backed water with all 
their might, but were not quick 
enough, for the monster in the 
agony of the flurry seized the 
boat in its jaws, smashing it like 
kindling wood. The = sailors 
leaped into the water in all di- 
rections. James Bartley, who 
had been steering the boat, was 
thrown up with the stern, which 
for the moment was almost 
perpendicular. His comrades in 
the other boat saw him leap, 
but unfortunately, on that in- 
stant the whale threw himself 


to rub his limbs. At length he 
regained consciousness, but his 
reason was gone. For three 
weeks he remained in this con- 
dition, raving about the deck 
and calling upon Heaven to save 
him from the horrible furnace 
in which: he. -imagined _] 


being consumed: After a wh .. 
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lof allegory (we need not stop to 
‘| argue this), but apparently woven, 


as we shall see, from the mater- 
ials of a myth well known to the 


‘| Hebrews” (pp. 498, 499). To them, 


Jonah never was in the belly of 
the great fish. It is really “not the 
experience of an individual, but 
the extremities of that vast gulf of 
exile into which a whole nation 
was plunged” (p. 527). It was 


‘!an experience “drawn from leg- 


ends and myths of the people to 
whom it is addressed” (p. 526). 


‘ Sir George finally explodes with 


this: “To treat this as prose is 


*|not only to sin against the com- 
«| Monsense which God has given us, 
«| but against the simple and obvious 


intention of the author. It is blind- 


& | ness both to-reason and Scripture” 


(p. 526, emphasis mine). 


That last statement is rational- 
ism, pure and simple, and modern- 


‘ ism as it is known today. Rational- 
\iism and modernism say that the 


entire story of Jonah and the 
whale is fable, a parable, a myth, 
an allegory. 


5. The Scientific Facts 
The scientific facts are all in 
support of the simple, straightfor- 
ward, literal narrative of Jonah 


h and the whale. In the year 1898 
«|a book appeared that created a 


sensation in the scientific world. 


“ It was, The Cruise of -.the Cacha- 


lot. Its subtitle is, Round the 


'| World After Sperm Whales; its 


author, Frank T. Bullen, First 
Mate. It is in our libraries today. 
The edition I read is a book of 
301 large pages. It is, as far as 
I know, the most famous book 
of our times, or any times, on 
the ways and habits of whales. 


cuttle-fish is said to be “the big- 
gest in the sea” (Bullen). 


That was another relevation to 
Frank T. Bullen. “This was a 
mighty revelation to me. For the 
first time, it was possible to under- 
stand that, contrary ‘to the usual 
notion of a whale’s being unable 
to swallow a herring, here was a 
kind of whale that could swallow 
—well, a block four or five feet 
square apparently, who lived upon 
creatures as large as himself, if 
one might judge of this bulk by 
the sample to-hand” (pp. 61, 62). 
After catching and killing another 
full grown whale, he says: ‘The 
ejected food was in masses of 
enormous size, larger than any 
we had yet seen on the voyage, 
some of them being estimated to 
be of the size of our hatch-house, 
8 feet x 6 feet x 6 feet” (p. 110). 
He had several close-up views of 
the gullet of a whale. Once a 
whale threw him into the sea. He 
looked up and saw “the colossal 
head of the great creature’ com- 
ing towards him. He escaped, and 
said of the experience, “Nor to 
this day can I understand how I 
escaped the portals of his gullet, 
which of course gaped wide as a 
church door” (p. 139). Another 
whale was seen with “his gullet 
gaping like some submarine cav- 
ern” (p. 270). 

Three times in his book Bullen 
tells of the size of some whales 
caught. Each of these three whales 
was “seventy feet long.” Of the 
third, he says, “He was over 
seventy feet long: with a breadth 
of bulk quite in proportion to such 
a vast length” (pp. 63, 220, 256). 

This very year (1954) New 
Yorkers were treated to the sight

““T remember very well,’ he 
said, ‘from the moment that I 
jumped from the boat and felt 
my feet strike some soft sub- 
stance. I looked up and saw a 
big ribbed canopy of light pink 
and white descending over me, 
and the next moment I felt 
myself drawn downward feet 
first, and I realized that I was 
being swallowed by a whale. I 
was drawn lower and lower; a 
wall of soft flesh surrounded me 
and hemmed me in on every 
side, yet the pressure was not 
painful, and the flesh easily gave 
way like soft India rubber be- 
fore my _ slightest movement. 
Suddenly I found myself in a 
sack much larger than my body, 
but completely dark. I felt about 
me, and my hand came in con- 
tact with several fishes; some 
of which seemed to be still alive, 
for they squirmed in my fingers 
and slipped back to my feet. 


Soon I felt a great pain in my . 


head, and my breathing became 
more and more difficult; at the 
Same time I felt a terrible heat; 
it seemed to consume me, grow- 
ing hotter and hotter; my eyes 
became coals of fire in my head, 
and I beliéved every moment 
that I was going to be broiled 
alive. The awful silence of the 
terrible prison weighted me 
down. I tried to rise, to move 
my arms and legs, to cry out. 
All action was now impossible, 


- but my brain seemed abnor- 


mally clear, and with a full 
comprehension of my awful fate

God’s Principle of Prosperity 


We could call this point the 
Paradox of Prosperity, for indeed 
the scriptural principle of prosper- 
ity is a paradox. The way of the 
world is to succeed by getting, by 
accumulating, even by grasping. 
Humanly speaking, this seems to be 
quite logical. God’s Word, how- 
ever, teaches that this is not the 
way. at all but, strange as this 
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God’s Secret of Success 


may seem, the way to get is by 
giving. Here it is—He says in Luke 
6:38, “Give, and it shall be given 
unto you; good measure, pressed 
down, and shaken together, and 
running over .. ,” and again in 
Proverbs 11:24, 25, “There is that 
scattereth, and yet increaseth; 
and there is that withholdeth more 
than is meet,’ but it tendeth to 
poverty. The liberal soul shall be 
made fat.” 


St. Francis of Assisi so beauti- 
fully states this divine paradox, 


It is m pardoning that we are 
pardoned, 

It is in loving that we are loved, 

It is in giving that we receive, 

It is in dying that we are born to 
eternal life. 


You want love, you need help. 
You want, maybe need, more 
money, surely more time, because 
if you are typical you are extreme- 
ly busy now, and there are just 
not enough hours in the day to 
do all that should be done. What 
is the answer? Jesus says, “Give 
and it shall be given unto you; 
good measure, pressed down, and 
shaken together, and running 
over...’ Why not try gwing of 
what you need, contrary to the 
principle of this world. Try giving 
love, help, money, time, and God 
says it will all return with inter- 
est. : 

Yes, try God’s principle of pros- 
perity.. I did and can vouch for the 
fact that it works! Permit a word 
of personal testimony. After Jesus 
saved me four years ago, “shortly 
before my. twenty-fifth birthday, I 
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was tens of thousands of dollars in 
debt, and this in spite of the fact 
that I had been accustomed to 
working seven days and five nights 
a week. Like many another busi- 
nessman, I had the peculiar notion 
that I was indispensable to my 
business, and that if I left for a 
day or two I would return to 
find the business gone. If I had 
to leave even for a few hours, 
I would call the office frequently 
to make sure éverything was’ all 
right. Then the Lord saved me and 
promised to alleviate my burdens, 
solve all my problems, meet all 
my needs, and return to me with 
interest all that I gave Him. I 
am sorry to say I was not as quick 
as I should have been to take ad- 
vantage of His proferred goodness 
to me, but I can testify to the 
glory of God that in spite of my 
frequent unfaithfulness He has 
always been more than faithful. 


He first took me out of debt 
shortly after my conversion. It 
was so effortless, so easy. I did 
not need to work night and day 
and Sundays as in the past. All I 
had to do was put God first. The 
more time and money I gave Him, 
the more He gave me. I have not 
given Him nearly enough. I’m 
ashamed of myself; He has been 
so good to me. 


In my own experience, the mat- 
ter of time had been even more 
pressing than the money problem. 
It seemed that eighty hours a 
week were not sufficient even for 
the needs of the business, let alone 
finding time for religious activity. 
Again I want to testify to the 
glory of God, that the more time I 
have given Him, the more He has 
given me in return, until now He 
has permitted and privileged me to 
spend almost as much time on His 
business as I used to devote to 
my own; humanly speaking, I have 
virtually neglected my insurance 
business to devote time to His 
eternal life insurance business, yet 
my business is now the best, the 
most solid, the most profitable, it 
has ever been. 
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weeks at a time, an average of 
twenty days a month, frequently || 


I am now away from the busi- 
ness constantly, for days and 


visiting foreign mission fields. I. 
never call anymore, never worry 
anymore, but commit the business 
and the personnel and any prob- 
lem that might arise to the Lord 
in prayer each morning, then for- 
get about it and go about my 
Father’s business. When I get 
back, conditions are generally bet- 
ter than when I left. Unbeliev- 
able? Paradoxical? Possibly, but 
God is not restricted by natural 
laws. He made the laws and can 
work above and beyond them. My 
experience is but a crude illus- 
tration of this. divine paradox, 
God's principle of prosperity. 

Finally and most important is 


God’s Price for Prosperity 


At this point we should make it 
clear that it costs a person nothing 
to become a Christian. The price 
for our salvation has already been 
paid by the Lord Jesus Christ as 
He poured out His blood on Cal- 
vary’s cross for the remission 
of our sin, and we need merely 
to accept His substitutionary sac- 
rifice for us to be saved. There 
is, however, a price to pay for 
peace, power ard prosperity in 
the Christian life. God’s price for 
prosperity is also a paradox be- 
cause, if and when we are willing 
to pay the price, we find that it 
does not cost, but on the contrary, 
pays—‘‘Except a corn of wheat 
fall into the ground and die, it 
abideth alone: but if it die, it 
bringeth forth much fruit.” Oh, 
how tragic it is that if we really 
believe, ‘God so loved the world, 
that he gave his only begotten Son 
.... We are so unappreciative 
that in spite of God’s giving His 
Son for us, we are usually willing 
to give Him merely whatever little 
time atid money we happen to 
have left over after we have first 
indulged in all our own desires. 
We should put God first for at 
least three reasons: 


1. We owe it. to-Him. We. are 
not our own; we are bought with 
a price, the precious blood of the 
Lord Jesus, God’s Word tells us. 

2. We owe it to ourselves. Some 
of us think we are doing God a 
favor by doing right and putting 
Him first, but we are really doing 
ourselves a favor. It pays infin- 
itely more than it costs to serve 
Him. 

3. We owe it to others, saved 
and unsaved alike, to whom our 
actions speak louder than our 
words, our works are more in 
evidence than our faith, and to 
whom our lives constitute both 
a testimony and an example. Paul 
says in II Corinthians 2:15, 16 
(Williams), “Indeed, I am the 
fragrance of Christ to God, alike 
for those who are being saved and 
for those who are perishing; to 
the one a deadly perfume that 
leads to death, to the other a liv- 
ing perfume that leads to life.’’ It 
behooves us to stay close to the 
Lord and to put Him first in 
everything. 

The key to. this matter of pros- 
perity was stated simply by the 
Master Himself in Matthew 6:33 
when He said, “But seek ye first 
the kingdom of God, and his 
righteousness; and all these things 
Shall be added unto you.” There 
it is—the secret of success for a 
Christian. For practical applica- 
tion, let us enumerate specifically 
several ways in which we should 
put God first, all admittedly very 
elementary precepts, but at the 
Same time very rarely heeded and 
very much sinned against. As a 
matter of fact, I am convinced 
that the secret of success for a 
Christian, like the plan of sal- 
vation for the lost person, is so 
simple that it is elusive because 
of its very simplicity. 


1. Give God the First Day of 
Each Week 

We are Christians under grace, 
and not under the ceremonial law 
of the Old Testament, hence are 
not subject to the Jewish Sab- 
bath; however, because of our love 
for and devotion to the Lord, we 
should give Him the first day of 
the week. This, of course, means 
not only not working on the Lord’s 
day, but also regular and faithful 
attendance (unless providentially 
hindered) at all the services of a 
Bible-believing, Chris t-exalting 
church. I have heard Dr. Lee Rob- 
erson, pastor of the 12,000-member 
‘Highland Park Baptist Church of 
Chattanooga, Tennessee, make the 
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statement that in all his years 
and experience as a pastor he has 
never known a single case of a 
person’s backsliding who was 
faithful in attending regularly the 
three principal services of the 
church. . 

I have met many Christians who 
have felt it necessary to work 
on Sunday and these remind me of 
the Israelites ynder Moses ‘who 


- questioned God’s command regard- 


ing the sabbatic year, in which 
they were neither to sow nor har- 
vest anything. Hearken to the 
words of God, who is no man’s 
debtor, “And if ye shall say, What 
shall we eat the seventh year? 
behold, we shall not sow, nor 
gather in our increase: Then I 
will command my blessing upon 
you in the sixth year, and it shall 
bring forth fruit for three years’’ 
(Lev. 25:20, 21). 


Now again, giving God the first 
day of the week not only entails 
not working on the Lord’s day, 
but also faithful attendance at the 
services of a church where the 
true Gospel is preached. Any other 
kind of church, intolerant or un- 
kindly as this may seem, is not 
a Christian church, and is not to 
be attended or supported by Chris- 
tians. For those who are willing 
to accept the plain commands of 
Seripture, let me quote the follow- 
ing: 

God says in Galatians 1:8, 
“But though we, or an angel from 
heaven, preach any other gospel 
unto you than that which we have 
preached unto you, let him be ac- 
cursed.” Then in II Thessalonians 
3:6, “Now we command you, 
brethren, in the name of our Lord 
Jesus Christ, that ye withdraw 
yourselves from every brother 
that walketh disorderly, and not 
after the tradition which he re- 
ceived of us’ and in II John 10, 
11, “If theré”°come any unto you, 
and bring not this doctrine, re- 
receive him not into your house, 
neither bid him God speed; For he 


. that biddeth him God speed is 


partaker of his evil deeds.” There 
are numerous other Scriptures on 
this, but surely: these will suffice 
for all who truly want to put God 
first. 


2. Give God the First Hour of 
Each Day 


It is impossible to overestimate 
the importance of spending at 
least the first hour of each day 
reading His Word. The Bible says 
of the Lord Jesus Himself in Mark 
1:35, “And in the morning, rising 
up a great while before day, he 
went out, and departed into a 
solitary place, and there prayed.” 
My, if Jesus thought it worth 
while to spend the first part of 
the day with His Heavenly Father, 
how much more should we! 


When we suggest giving God the 
first hour of the day, that is a 
bare minimum. Actually it re- 
quires much more than that to 
pray as we should and to spend 
Sometime in God’s Word. Oh, how 
worth while is every minute, every 
hour, spent alone with God at the 
start of each new day as we ex- 
perience His divine blessing upon 
all of-our feeble, fumbling, falter- 
ing efforts and activities through- 
out the day! 

That giant of God, Robert Mur- 
ray McCheyne, said, “I feel .it is 
far better to begin with God—to 
see His face first, to get my soul 
near Him before it is near another. 
I ought to spend the best hours in 
communion with God. This is my 
noblest and most fruitful employ- 
ment and is not to be thrust into 
a corner.” If we agree that pray- 
er is our noblest and most fruitful 
employment we likewise should 
give God the best part of the day. 
If prayer means any less than 
this to us, we might as well not 
pray at all. 

Charles H. Spurgeon said of 
“Tt should be 
our rule never to see the face of 
men befere first seeing the face 
of God. The morning’ watch 
anchors the soul so that it will not 
very readily drift far away from 
God during the day; the morning 
is the gate of the day and it should 
be well guarded with prayer. He 
who rushes from his bed to his 
business without first spending 
time with God is as foolish as 


‘though he had not washed or 


dressed, and as unwise as one 
dashing to battle without arms or 
armour.” 


Luther said, “If I fail to spend 
at least two hours in prayer each 
morning, the Devil gets the victory 
through the day.” 


John Welch, the holy and won- 
derful Scot whom God so mightily 
used, thought the day ill-spent if 
he did not spend a minimum of 
eight hours in prayer! 


Joseph Alleine, of whom it was 
said, “He was infinitely and un- 
satiably greedy of the conversion 
of souls, and to this end he poured 
out his heart in praying and 
preaching,” arose at four o'clock 
to pray until eight. When he heard 
the milkman or others plying their 
business before he was up, he 
would exclaim, “Oh, how _ this 
Shames me. Does not my Master 
deserve more than theirs?” 


Oswald Smith, pastor. of the 
Peoples Church in Toronto, Can- 
ada, and probably the greatest 
missionary leader of our genera- 
tion, says, “For well over a quar- 
ter of a century now I have ob- 
served the morning watch. I would 
never dream of going to my work 
without first meeting God. Morn- 
ing after morning I go to my study 
and wait upon my Lord. First of 
all, I pore over the pages of the 
sacred Book, then I give myself 
to prayer and supplication. Thus 
I meet God before meeting men 
and He solves my problems before 
[I come to them. The morning 
watch has meant everything in 
the world to me, and my min- 
istry would be weak, powerless 
and ineffective without it.” 

Now if these great men of God 
needed to start the day with Him, 
surely we need it more. Personally, 
I would not think of foregoing my 
quiet time for a day, even though 


it meant capturing the time from . 
the morning hours of sleep, and| *¥ 
but I havel#% 


frequently it does; 
discovered that the prayer does 


me much more good than the . 


sleep. Should it not, if God can 


do anything? Frankly, I have yet |% 
to hear a valid excuse for not giv-|% 


ing God at least the first hour 


of each day. This is part of the ’ 


price for spiritual power as well 
as for prosperity, and inasmuch 
as it costs nothing but an earnest 


desire for God’s best, neglect of |} 
the morning watch is absolutely |; 


inexcusable. You say your body re- 
quires so many hours’ sleep; why, 
then, all you need to do is to go 
to bed an hour or two earlier at 
night, get your required sleep, 
then start each new day fresh with 
God. Certainly if He, the Creator 
of this mighty universe, is willing 
to spend the time with us, how 
much more willing we should be 
to spend the time with Him. Re- 
member, the man of prayer is the 
man of power. The price of power 


is prayer. The secret of power is}: 


prayer. Prayer is power. 

E. M. Bounds, in his wonderful 
little book, Power Through Prayer, 
States: 


‘“‘We might go through the list of 
men who have mightily impressed 
the world for God, and we 
would find them early after God. A 
desire for God which cannot break 
the chains of slog is a weak thing, 
and will do but little good. 

“Our laziness after God is our 
crying sin. The children of this 
world are far wiser than we. They 
are at it early and late. We do not 
seek God with ardor and diligence. 
No man gets God who does not fol- 

’ low hard after Him, and no soul 
follows hard after God who is not 
after Him in early morn. 

‘‘Spiritual work is taxing work 
and men are loath to do it..... 
We can curtail our praying, and not 
realize the peril until the founda- 
tions are gone. Hurried devotions 
make weak faith, feeble convictions, 
questionable piety. To be little with 
God is to be little for God.’’ 


Now, of course, the morning 
watch consists of time spent in 
God’s Word as well as in prayer. 
Insofar as systematic Scripture 
reading is concerned, a plan that 


has proved to be extremely practi- |3 


cal and beneficial for me is to 
read each day 1 Proverb, 5 Psalms, 
and 2 chapters consecutively from 


each of the Old and the New;3 


Testaments, thus enabling me to 
go through the Old Testament 
once each year, the New Testa- 
ment three times a year and the 
Psalms and Proverbs once each 


month. I believe you will be truly. 


blessed by following such a plan. 
We have in the Proverbs the 
greatest wisdom and in the Psalms 
the most radiant, jubilant, exuber- 
ant literature ever penned since 
the dawn_of creation. 

If you want to step out to meet 
and conquer the world, the flesh 
and the Devil each day with the 
titillating thrill and the sweeping 


surge of victory in your heart and 
soul, try this formula for six’ 
months and I promise it will so 
revolutionize your life that you 
will never think of giving it up. 
You will attain a peace, a power, 
a prosperity that will permeate 
every avenue and area of your 
life, 


3. We Are to Give God the First 
Part of Each Dollar Which We 
Earn 


“Will a man rob God? Yet ye 
have robbed me. But ye say, 
Wherein have we robbed thee? In 
tithes and offerings. Ye are cursed 
with a curse: for ye have robbed 
me...’—Mal. 3:8, 9. 

“Honour the Lord with thy sub- 
stance, and with the firstfruits 
of all thine increase: So shall thy 
barns be filled with plenty...”’— 
Prov. 3:9, 10. 

“He which soweth sparingly 
shall reap also sparingly; and he 
which soweth bountifully shall 
reap also bountifully.”—II Cor. 9:6. 

I believe with all my heart that 
there is a strong correlation be- 
tween giving and spirituality. I 
have observed that they almost 
invariably go hand in hand. You 
say that you give as much as you 
ean afford, after taking care of 
your bills. Personally, I feel we 
might as well not give to God at 
all as to give merely what little 
we have left over. Unfortunately, 
that is about all that most of us 
do give. However, God’s command 
in the Scripture is to give Him the 
firstfruits.

do’s and don'ts. Certainly He is 
above such pettiness. Not that He 
is unconcerned about our habits. 
On the contrary, inasmuch as the 
standards of a perfect and a holy 
God are so much higher than ours, 
how it must grieve His heart as 
He looks down on our awful, ap- 
palling worldliness, in stubborn 
direct contradiction to His divine 
command ‘in I John 2:15 and 16, 
“Love not the world, neither the 
things that are in the world. If 
any man love the world, the love 
of the Father is not in him. For 
all that is in the world, the lust 
of the flesh, and the lust of the 
eyes, and the pride of life, is not 
of the Father, but is of the world.”

William Biederwolf says: 

‘“‘How can we expect our lives to 
become beautiful and strong if we 
continue to ‘make provision for the 
flesh to fulfill the lusts thereof’ and 
to fight against what the mighty 
indwelling Spirit of God would do 
for us, because of our love for some 
sin in which we would rather in- 
dulge than to be what God by His 
grace would have us to be and what 
by His power He could make us 
to be? 

“Tam not going to say that you 
cannot do certain things and be a 
Christian, but I am going to say 
that whatever nourishes the carnal 
nature hinders your spiritual de- 
velopment, and you cannot give 
yourself to a thing like that and 
know the fullness of the blessing 
that comes from the filling of the 
Holy Spirit.’’ . 
Now I believe that putting God 

first in our habits entails not only 
the matter of so-called “question- 
able practices,” but also putting 
God first in all our conversation 
and conduct, i.e., saying what God 
would have us to say, and doing 
what H¢ would have us to do. 
Needless to say this encompasses 
a good deal; however, once it be- 
comes a habit, much of it comes 
naturally. 

Surely if we really believe that 
all who die without Christ are lost 
for the endless ages of eternity, 
we are guilty of the _ greatest 
hypocrisy when we fail to put the 


Lord first in our conversation. Oh] 


how tragic that we talk about 
everything and everyone else so 
frequently and relegate God and 
His plane of salvation to a back 
seat. 

Then of course in the matter of 
conduct, we are to practice what 
we preach. And admittedly this is 
not easy; however, as has been 
well said, “What we do speaks so 
loud that people can frequently 
not hear what we say.” And it be- 
hooves us to remember that not 
only others are watching us but 
God watches us. He sees us, al- 
ways, everywhere. Oh, how fortun- 
ate that salvation is a gift of God, 
appropriated by faith, for if it 
were based on our works, we 
would all be lost. Nevertheless the 
Lord Himself had and has much 
to say about works, about con- 
duct. Three passages should suf- 
fice to prove this point. 

“If ye love me, keep my com- 
mandments.”’—John 14:15, 

“And why call ye me, Lord, 


Lord, and do not the things which | 


I say?”—Luke 6:46. 

“Not every one that saith unto 
me, Lord, Lord, shall enter into 
the kingdom of heaven; but he 
that doeth the will of my Father 
which is:.in heawen.’—Matt. 7:21. 

You see, our works, our conduct, 
our fruits, are the inevitable re- 


sult of our heart experience, or} 


lack of such experience, with the 


Lord Jesus Christ (Matt, 12:34), | 


and hence many times indicate 


whether or not we have truly ex- 
perienced saving faith, thus virtu- 
ally constituting a test of our sal- 
vation. 


5. We Are to Put God First in 


Our Homes 


Let God into every room of the 


house, let Him really take over 
the entire home. The Christian 
home is possibly the most import- 


ant institution in the world, for it 
is the foundation upon which all’ 


other institutions are built. Good 


churches, good schools, good gov-. 


ernment, all are the- result of 
good homes. How important there- 
fore to put God first in the home, 
and to say with Joshua, ‘As for 
me and my house, we will serve 
the Lord.” 

Certainly putting God first in 


the home entails regular family: 


devotions, in addition to our pri- 
vate devotions. Even many -non- 
Christians today realize and recog- 


nize the fact that, “The. family’ 
stays to- 


that prays together 
gether.” “Not to find time for 
family devotions is inexcusable. If 
we have time for radio, for tele- 
vision, or for the newspapers, 
however worth-while any or all of 
these may be, we should certainly 
have time for God. I have learned 
a long time ago that we generally 
have time for the things which 
we want to do. I have observed 
also that wayward and delinquent 
children are frequently the result 
of compromising Christian parents, 
and of a family life in which the 
Lord was not always first. 


Oh, how important to give God 
the first day of each week, the 
first hour of each day, and the 
first part of each dollar, and to 
put Him first in our habits and in 
our homes. All this is not only 
wumportant hut worth while,- for 
herein lies God’s secret of success. 


In closing we should point out 
that all of the foregoing has been 
directed to born-again Christians. 
God’s promises of prosperity apply 
only to His children, and we be- 
come His children by a _ super- 
natural rebirth. As Jesus said in 
the third chapter of John, “Ye 
must be born: again... Except a 
man be born again, he cannot see 
the kingdom of God.” Now if you 
have not already had this experi- 
ence, then before putting the Lord 


first in your habits or in your 


home, you must put Him first in 
your heart. God’s Word also tells 
us, “If we confess our sins, he is 
faithful and just to forgive us our 
sins, and to cleanse us from all un- 
righteousness.” 


So dear friend, whether or not 
you are a church member, whether 
or.-not..you’ve been baptized or 
confirmed, if you have n@gbeen 
born again, if you do not have 
the assurance that you are God’s 
child, with all your sins forgiven, 
then repent of your sin right now 
and trust in the Lord Jesus for 
your soul’s salvation.

The bereft would 
not listen. I told them Christ was 
a sympathizing Saviour.

The Apostle Peter speaks of that 
day as “a great noise.” The slide 
of an avalanche deafens the ear; 
but what will it be when the Hima- 
layas, and Alps, and Mount Wash- 
ington tumble into the dust? A 
thunderstorm reaches only five, 
ten, or fifteen miles; but what will 
it be when all around the earth 
the artillery of God shall be un- 
limbered, the whoop of the wind, 
the blare of the trumpets, the 
chorus of the saved, the groans 
of the banished, the cry of wild 
beasts frightened from their lair, 
not knowing which way to jump; 
the clangor and the vociferation, 
and the echo and re-echo of earth, 
and Heaven, and Hell—what will 
it be but the great noise the 
apostle spoke of? 


I do not know in what place of 
the earth the congregation will as- 
semble for that-great assize. Three 
or four summers ago I thought 
I saw a place fit to be the great 
judgment hall of the last day. We 
had been riding through Tete 
Noire Pass, Switzerland, through 
rocky desolation, until, at last, 
we came upon a scene which I 
never expected to witness until I 
beheld the last day. I said to my 
companion: “This looks to me as 
if it might be the judgment hall 
for the last day.” In this valley 
there is room for nations—a great 
amphitheatre. On these ledges of 
rocks, gallery upon gallery—tirst, 
second, third, fourth, tenth gallery 
of rocks—room for angels, cheru- 
bim, seraphim, archangel. That 
sunlighted cliff, the point from 
which the righteous shall rise. 
That midnight cavern, the place 
from which the wicked shall de- 
part. While, amid all that sur- 
rounding upheaval of rock and 
forest, a vast boulder, cushioned 
with moss, rose higher and higher, 
until we were overwhelmed with 
the height and the majesty of the 
spectacle, and I thought that 
might be the throne on which 
the Judge is to sit. And then there 
came rolling through my mind 
the words of Bishop Heber:

But I do not pretend to tell you 
where the judgment hall of the 
last day will be; but there will be 
a place of judgment where we will 
have to meet God and answer for 
-this night—-I for what I say, you 
for what you hear; answer for all 
the opportunities we have had or 
might have had; answer for all 
resistances of the Holy Ghost; 
answer for all sickbed vows brok- 
en, all deathbed warnings slight- 
ed; all Sabbaths, and Bibles, and 
communion tables despised. For 
every year we will have to give 
answer; for every month, every 
hour, every moment of our life 
we will have to give answer; and 
it will be under the scrutiny of 
that God-who has seen us, and 
watched us, and knows all about 
us. Will we be ready for such a 
scrutiny under the eye of the all- 
| seeing God? If you are not, do not 
the words of my text come 
through your soul as though the 
ten thousand voices of death, and 
judgment, and eternity spoke at 
once, crying: “Prepare to meet 
thy God!” 


How Prepare to Meet God? 


You say that all this is true 
but how are we to prepare? Two 
words will tell you: Repent! Be- 
lieve! That is, give up your sin, 
and be sorry for it. Take Christ 
for your Saviour. Hold on to Him. 
There have been a great many 
inventions by which we can travel 
in different directions; but there 
has been no new invention for 
getting to Heaven. One road, one 
door, one salvation, and that is 
Jesus Christ, the Lord; and if 
you shall, this moment, by faith, 
take hold of Him, and say: ‘Oh, 
Lord Jesus, I have heard that 
Thous didst die for sinners; I am 
a sinner, and plead for Thy 
mercy’; if you can in earnestness 


and trouble, and death, and in 
judgment, and canoues all eter- 
nity. 

That must have been an exciting 
scene when Florence Nightingale 
came into the Crimean War, and 
with her own hand administered to 
ten thousand wounded men lying 
along the banks of the Bosporus.

Can You Not Love Him?
